Both 
were built around aircraft carriers 
and battleships, and appeared to 
be getting ready for immediate op- 
erations 

The Japanese homeland itself 
was the target for 
Superfortress raids, and three 
more industria! centres were left 
blazing after a triple strike by 
more than 450 big bombers. 
Shizuoka and Toyohashi on Hon- 

shu and Fukuoka on Kyushu were 
knocked out as military 
after 3,000 tons of fire bombs had 
been dropped. So far 21,000 tons of 
bombs have been cascaded on the 
Japanese homeland this month 
spreading death and destruction 
over wide areas, and obliterating 
most of Japan's industrial centres 


BIG FIRES, EXPLOSIONS 

At Shizuoka, 95 miles southwest 
of Tokyo, fires and explosions 
blanketed areas three to four blocks 
long and five blocks wide in the 
centre of the city. 

Toyohasahi, 189 miles southwest 
of the capital, was left a solid mass 
of flame that sent smoke billowing 
14,000 feet into the air, and explo- 
sions could be seen 60 miles away 

Fukuoka, on northwest Kyushu 
was a solid conflagration visible for 
75 miles as a path of fire two miles 
wide spread inland for ten miles 
The dock area and industrial centre 
were both ablaze from end to end 
and ships in the harbor were also 
burning. 

The huge bombers fought 
through heavy rains and rough 
weather to reach Japan, but the 
weather was clear over their tar- 
gets. Anti-aircraft fire was in- 
effective and fighter opposition 
light and inefficient, and pilots 
said that strong updrafts from the 
burning cities shot their heavy 
planes 2,000 feet into the air 
over the targets. 

Other bombers mined large areas 
and harbors around the Japanese 
coast, and two squadrons of fighter 
planes, based on Okinawa attacked 
the town of Omura 
SHIPPING SUNK 

North of Japan, 11th Air Force 
Mitchells sank shipping off Para- 
mushiri and planes the Fleet 
Air Arm wing bombed installations 
at Suribachi. Other aircraft dam- 
aged fishing craft off Honshu and 
shot down one,enemy fighter which 
attempted to interfere. 

In the seas around Borneo Al- 
lied minesweepers began opera- 
tions in the Bay of Balik-Papau, 
the great Borneo oil centre 
which has been pounded from the 
sea end air for the past week, and 
an Allied fleet consisting of three 
battleships, an aircraft carrier, 
16 destroyers and other vessels 
was reported in the area. 


Japanese radio commentators 
predicted a new Allied landing on 
Borneo as the result of these ac- 
tivities.

The principle of the scheme is that 
there should be no discrimination in paying 
these allowances. They are due alike to 
the rich and the poor. But the rich will 
pay back the money through increased 
income taxes, while the poor will not. The 
end result thus is that those who need the 
help will get it, while those who do not 
need it cannot complain that they are 
singled out and disqualified. 

To most people it must seem plain that 
the same principle ought to apply to the 
payment of old age pensions. That would 
do away with the unnecessary and humil- 
iating distinction that is now made be- 
tween the rich and the poor. The country 
saves nothing by compelling a person to 
plead poverty in order to get a pension. 
These payments—like the Family Allow- 
ances—should go out to all who have 
reached the qualifying age. Those who did 
not need the money would return it through 
their income taxes.

The Service Vote 


The returns from the service vote show 
that Canadians in uniform did their think- 
ing along the same line as civilians on the 
question of whether the Government 
should be returned to power. They dif- 
fered from civilian voters, however, as to 
which group should hold second place in 
the new House of Commons. 

Counting the service vote only, the 
parliamentary line-up would be:

The service voters in majority thus 
agreed with the civilian voters that the 
Government should be returned. But they 
would have made the C.C.F. the official 
opposition party, with the Conservatives 
in third place. Comment is needless as to 
what the people in uniform thought of 
Mr. Bracken’s story that soldiers had 
thrown their rifles overboard, and his 
belittling of the country’s war effort. 

In this election, unlike that of 1917, 
those in the armed forces voted for the 
candidates in their home ridings. Only in 
four constituencies did they reverse the 
decision of the civilian voters; Victoria, 
B.C.; Prince Albert, Sask.; North Welling- 
ton, Ont.; Colchester-Hants, Nova Scotia. 

As a result the Liberals lost two seats 
and gained two, leaving their standing 
unchanged, the Conservatives sustained a 
net loss of one seat, and the C.C.F. gained 
one. The parliamentary standing of the 
parties thus is:

The strength of the Government in 
parliament is unaffected by the service 
vote 

The spectacular feature of the returns 
is the defeat of Prime Minister King in 
Prince Albert, which he had continuously 
represented since 1926. There the service 
vote turned a smal! civilian majority for 
Mr. King into a majority of 129 for his 
C.C.F. opponent. That the leader of a 
government should lose out in his own 
riding is not without precedent, and Mr. 
King is expected to seek election in Rus- 
sell, through the resignation of the newly- 
elected member. 

If so, the west will as a result of this 
upset lose a cabinet minister. It will also 
lose the distinction of counting the prime 
minister among its parliamentary repre- 

tatives, a distinction which it has held 
for nearly twenty years—Mr. Bennett 
having been also a western representative 
while he headed the government from 
1930 to 1935 

Those who counted on the service vote 
to cause a widespread upheaval, and sad- 
dle the country with a parliament of dead- 
locked groups were far out in their reckon- 
ing. But that even the losers will be dis- 
appointed is not likely, for a parliament 
incapable of giving effective administra- 
tion and leadership would paralyze the 
national! effort in meeting the problems of 
the post-war years

The Balkan peoples live in an 
atmosphere charged with latent hostility. 
France and Germany never trusted each 
other, and France has no illusions that 
Spanish “friendship” signifies anything 
more than military impotence. 

The first reaction of Canadians is of 
course gratitude that they live a long way 
from that simmering continent, But there 
no longer is safety in distance, and inter- 
national complications cannot be ignored 
just because they are remote in mileage. 
Germany's attack on Poland was the overt 
act which caused 750,000 Canadians to get 
into uniform and drew the Dominion into a 
war which lasted five and a half years. 

Whether we like it or don't, Europe's 
hatreds and grudges and dreads are things 
we cannot dismiss as of no account to us. 
There is no longer such thing as national 
isolation, nor insulation. Twice in this gen- 
eration Europe has compelled us to go to 
war. 

That continent of disharmony is the 
main present reason why Canadians, and 
peoples in other far away parts of the 
globe, have to pin their hope to the world 
security movement and must give their 
active support to means to prevent war. 
Europe needs a keeper, and the rest of the 
world cannot be Safe unless it gets one.

T am always seriously disturbed 
when readers think I have been | 
harsh with them. That is never my | 
intention. Being a mother, | under: | 
etand well how one's intentions may 
be good while one's performance 
is faulty. 1 try to be as understand- 
ing of the parental emotions, atti- 
tudes and confusions as I am of the 
child's. 


Tt is true I have little sympathy 
with the parent who has only one 


answer to misbehavior: spanking 
Why should one try to condone her 
behavior? She does 
thing, the act which at the momeni 
best expresses her own wrath in a 
situation over which she has lost 
control. 

To my notion there is no 
thoughtfulness nor any desire to 
learn or improve when e parent 
constantly uses painful punish- 
ments, The important word in 
that sentence is “constantly.”
